A new English text book, designed to 
mttkc children's school life happier, has been 
written by Donald MeLean, headiiia*U-r of 
Bankstown Centra] School, New South Wales. 



FI1HE book, "Easy Eng- 
■M~ lish for Young Aus- 
tralians," is for fifth and 
sixth das primary school 
children. 

It is the first of a new series 
of primary and secondary 
school text books which aim 
to develop a child's personality 
as well as teaching him the 
formal subjects. 

Children who generally 
think of an English book as 
full of dull grammar exercises 
will be surprised to find each 
page illustrated hy popular 
children's author trma Pearl, 
better known as Jill Blunt. 

They will read letters spe- 
cially written for them by Sir 
IXinaki Bradtnan. Chips Raf- 
ferty. Sir Bernard Heirae, 
Professor Marcus Oiiphant, 
(Miles Franklin, Dame Mary 



(iilmorr, Norman Lindsay, 
and Musette Marell. 

The book aims to show- 
how to behave, as wtll as how 
to write. 

Children arc taught how lu 
speak correctly, how to greet 
and introduce people, the cor- 
rect way to interrupt conver- 
sation, and everyday courfcrsv. 

They are also taught how 
to uae a telephone and a 
library, how to judge a film, 
tell a story, write a play, "re- 
view a book, and conduct a 
meeting. 

Typical exercise! are: 

"What would you do if you 
were seated in a bus when a 
physically disabled child en- 
tered and was unable to find 
a seal?" 

"What would you do if you 
were invited to a party hut 



you bad already promised to 
attend on the same evening a 
meeting which would probably 
be very dull?" 

'Dramatise a street acci- 
dent, and show that you know 
how to summon an ambu- 
lance," 

Every exercise drives home 
its point humorously. Typical 
is this paragraph, which pupils 
have to punctuate: 

"The kind old gentleman 
found a small boy crying and 
said: 'I wouldn't cry like that, 
little man.' The tad was in- 
terested. How would vnu do 
it, then? 1 he inquired "

Scottish dags were the most suc- 
cessful. 

About 1869 or 1870 Mr. Robert- 
son, of Ycraldra Station, N.S.W., 
imported two collies from Scot- 
land as sheepdogs. 

They were called Brutus and 
Jenny. Brutus was a big, smooth- 
haired dog, black and tan in color 
and with prick ears. Jenny was 
also black and tan, with long hair 
and half erect cars, fa each of 
hrr first two litters, supposed to br 
by Brutus, jenny produced a single 
red pup. 

These red pups caused a furore, 
and controversy regarding their 
ancestry is alive to this day. 

Old hands then and not a Tew 
of the best-known authorities on 
dogs decided that only one of two 
animals could have been respon- 
sible for this red coloring, the 
dingo or the fox. 

Red collies 

ACTUALLY, the reddish coat 
coloration is not peculiar rithrr 
to the dingo or the fox. But in 
Scotland there exists to this day 
a type of red collie sheepdog which 
differs from Other collie varieties 
in color alone. 

About this time the owner of 
Warrock Station on the Glenelg 
Run in Victoria imported two 
collie sheepdogs from Scotland. 
Mr. J, Gleeson, who was working 
on Warrock at the time, oblainrd 
a female pup. 

Mr. Gleeson called hi) pup 
Kelpie. 

Shortly after obtaining Kelpie 
Mr. Gleeson came to New South 
Wales as overseer an North Belaira, 
Here Kelpie was mated with a 
son of Brutus and Jenny called 
Caesar. From this union came 
King's Kelpie. 

Laddie, another son of Brutus 
and Jenny, was mated with King's 
Kelpie. From this litter came 
Sally, which was then mated to 
Moss {a black, smooth-haired, 
prick-eared dog descended also 
from the imported stock], and pro- 
duced the black dog Barb, named 
after the Melbourne Cup winner 
of that period. 

That is, briefly, the origin of 
the kelpie In Australia. King's 
Kelpie, a black and tan with prick 
ears, won the first sheepdog trials

ever held in Australia, at Forbes 
about Hi"/':!. 

Among the first to train kelpies 
for sheepdog trials were Messrs. 
Kini; Bros. Indeed, must of the 
information as to their history 
given here was supplied by Mr. 
Walter King, the last of the Kings, 
of Hanging Rock and Woolcngongh 
Stations. 

Mr. King is now well over 80 
and is a hrothrr of Mrs. C. B. 
King and Mr. Henry King, of 
Messrs. King Bros. The brothers 
bred innumerable good kelpies 
Irnm about 1873. 

Glie of the best of dirir krlpies 
was Biddy. 

Biddy won the Sydney Sheep- 
dog Trials in 1902 and was one 
of the first of the famous kelpies 
said to have "put the chicken in 
the jam tin." 

About IB90 another breeder was 
beginning to make a name for 
himself wiui working kelpies. He 
was the late Mr. John Quinn, gen- 
erally regarded as the greatest 
authority on the working kelpie 
Australia has so far produced. 

tn 1898 Mr. QuJiin brought a 
blue kelpie called Coil to Sydney 
for the trials. In his first round 
Coil secured 100 points. That night 
Coil broke his Leg. Mr. Quinn set 
die leg and Coil competed in the 
niMls the next day. Once more 
he secured 100 points. The. judges 
could not deduct a single point for 
his working. 

No sheepdog bred in Australia 
has equalled this performance. 
Several have scored 100 points for 
both heat and final rounds, but 
never with the handicap of a 
broken leg. This dog is often re- 
ferred to as the "Immortal Coil." 

Coil was mated to Biddy and 
this union produced Biddy's Daugh- 
ter, winner of the Sydney Trials 
in 1906. During this period — 1890 
to 1910 — the kelpie reigned su- 
preme as tbc king of all sheepdogs. 

Nearly all die liest present-day 
working and trial kelpies trace back 
to these famous dogs. 

Kelpie* sue not rare now as 
suburban pets, because breeders 
show them, and many are sold to 
citv dwellers, 

Though their intelligence makes 
them good companions this fine 
breed is really out of place in a 
backyard. 

They belong to the paddocks 
and the stockyards, where they do 
more than a day's work for their 
tucker, sometimes toiling almost 
round the clock, and seeming to 
enjoy every minute of it.
